You are hereby notified to meet at the Town House in said 
Lempster on Tuesday, the eighth day of March, next, at ten of 
the clock in the forenoon, to act upon the following subjects: 

1. To choose all necessary Town Officers for the year 
ensuing. 

2. To raise such sums of money as may be necessary to 
defray town charges for the ensuing year and make appropriations 
of the same. 

3. To choose a Delegate to the Constitutional Convention 
to be held the second Wednesday in May, 1938. 

4. To see what sum of money the town will vote to raise 
for interest on debt. 

5. To see what sum of money the town will raise to keep 
the Common mowed around the Soldiers’ Monument, at Lempster 
Street. 

6. To see what sum of money the town will vote to raise 
for State Aid Construction or Town Road Aid. 

7. To see if the town will vote to allow the Selectmen to 
deliver blank inventories at the time they appraise the property 
for Taxation. 

8. To see what sum of money the town will vote to raise 
or appropriate for Old Home Day and Memorial Day.

15. To see if the town will vote to raise and appropriate 
the sum of Twenty-five dollars ($25.00) for the celebration of the 
anniversary of the ratification of the federal constitution by the 
state, June 21, 1938, said sum to be expended under the direction 
of the Selectmen.

We soon had plenty of men and 
much credit is due the Lempster Telephone Co., Mrs. Jennie 
Mowat for calling out men so quickly. 

When we arrived the fire was in a windrow of brush and was 
well started for the top of the Mountain. The Warden stationed 
the men some distances ahead of the fire and cut a hole right 
through the windrow and were already to meet the fire when it 
reached there. Many thanks to the men for their assistance and 
the Fire Company for their effort in getting there. They are 
always ready and. willing to assist. 

I cannot put too much stress on being careful about leaving 
fires not entirely out and throwing down cigarette stubs where a 
fire can start. Fishermen should also be very careful about the 
same thing, for every fire we have helps to make the tax rate 
higher. 

In closing, the Warden wishes to thank all for their assist- 
ance in keeping the fire hazard down and hope to have the same 
cooperation in 1938 as we have had the past year.
